There arc literally millions of people 
who believe thai (hey can win lottery 

prims by persisting in buying lottery 

tickets. Let. us inquire what chance 
the holder of a lottery ticket has of 
drawing the capita] prise, which every- 
body knows is the only one worth dra vy- 
ing, since no one would care to risk a 
dollar for the sake of draw ing a one 01 
tWO dollar prize. If we suppose thai in 
an average lottery scheme one hundred 
thousand tickets art' issued as is said 
to bathe ease m most of the gnat lot - 
I hen t he t ioket-holdor's chance 
of drawing the thirly-l housand-dol- 
lar prize is just one in ninety-nine. 
This infinitesimal chance is. however, 
made much slighter by the further 
complication to which the lottery is 
subjected. There is the chance that 
the manageokof^the lottery are honest 

man and will make a fair drawing. 

When it is remembered that the 

business is one which the laws of near- 
ly every civilized community con- 
demn, and which every moralist con 
cedes to be criminal and debasing, the 
chance that upright and honest men 
are concerned in such a business 
would probably be overestimated were 

we to call it one in a million. Then 
there is the chance that if any 
neket draws a prize, the prize will be 
paid. It is true that this depends up- 
on the honesty of the managers ; but. 
asaprize might be paid in certain 
eases SVen bj dishonest managers, it 
is a distinct contingency, and one 
Which we may assume lo .vein about 
once in every one hundred thousand 
eases. Now, if wo combine these 
three elements of chance, which are 
inseparable from every lottery, and 
strive to arrive, in accordance with the 
doctrine of chances, at the precise 
value of the ticket-holder's chance, 
WS shall lind that it is virtually inap- 
preciable. The figures expressing 
the chances against his drawing aprize 
stretch out to an enormous length. 
As a sober matter of fad, the man 
who buys a ticket for the next drawing 
of any one of the several lotteries 
advertised in certain of our daily pa- 
pers has a much greater chance of 
being falsely convicted and hang 
murder than bo has of drawing $30,- 

000 and actually receiving it. It is 
idle to say that some have drawn and 
received lottery prises. Some men 
have also been wrongfully accused of 
murder and died on the gallows. The 
respeotabh docs not imagine 

that these is anv possibility of his un- 
dergoing the latter fate, but he is 
sometimes firmly convinced that he 
has an excellent chance of milking a 
fortune in a lottery.

Granted ; but 
is there not some other reason ? We 
are afraid that deaf-mutes are, in many 
cases, in the habit of waiting, Micaw- 
ber like, for something to turn up. 
The way to obtain plenty of work 
which generally means a fair amount 
of money, is to bo superior at some 
particular trade or calling, and the 
way to be superior is to study hard 
and work with an eye only to excel- 
lence. The nut must be cracked to 
get at the kernel. In nearly all of our 
institutions, trades of different kinds 
are taught — though, we regret to say, 
seldom with desirable thoroughness — 
so that the deaf-mute man of the fu 
ture cannot say that he has had no 
opportunity for becoming an adept 
in any particular business. To the 
boy at school we would say : Make 
yourself master of some trade, don t 
half learn it, but learn it thoroughly 
and well, and in the not far distant 
future, when you go forth to battle 
with the world, you will be able to hold 
your own. Remember that the world 
outside of borne and Institutions is 
hard and cold, and you need not ex- 
pect sympathy there, but must be con- 
tent with mere justice and 
yourself lucky if you get even that.

MAKING A NOME OF A FINGER. 

The Iter, age 22, is a patient 

iii Bellevue hospital, New York, for 
whom surgery IS doing a remarkable 
work. When quite TOUUg bis nose was 
badly injured, and later in life pugilis- 
tic practice helped it on to ruin. Dis- 
et iii and took what was left of 
the probosis, and Coulter entered the 

hospital to have nature repaired. The 

surgeons set to work to construct, a 
new nose. Their work is described in 
the Herald as follows: About the 
1st of November last, six weeks before 
the Surgical operation which laid the 

foundation tor the nose that is now 
growing in Tommy's face wn 
formed, the first step toward the end 
to be attained was taken. The mid- 
dle finger of the left hand was frozen 
by being put in freezing mixture of ice 
dt. Then the nail was removed. 
Nunc acid was applied to destroy the 
matrix of the nail so that no nail 
would grow. On the 12th of Decem- 
ber last the operation was performed. 
First of all the subject was placed un- 
der the influence of an anaesthetic. 
The skin was then removed from the 
end of the finger to about the origin 
of the nail — trie frozen, Dailies! fin- 
ger already deser, bed. Two flap 
raised from the pelmafe of the 

finger and a silver win; armed with a 

needle at either end was passed thi 
the finger. Twofl also raised 

from the face on i ide of the 

opening of the ii" ' and then the. 'ml 
of the finger was placed in a pocket 
made in the skin where the nose for- 
merly had been. The raw surface of 
the Daps of the finger were then at- 
tached to the raw surfaces of the flaps 
of the face. 

At this stage of the operation, owing 
to the palm of the hand being plaOM 
over the mouth and the trickling of 

blood into the windpipe, breathing 

was stopped. The patient, became 
black in the face, and death was ini- 
minent. The Oft on at. 

Opened the larynx and inserted a 
otomy tube— then the patient 
began breathing again, his life being 
by the judgement and skill dis- 
ci in the application of artificial 
respiration. The necessary raising of 
the band m order so perform trach- 
eotomy resulted in tearing some of the 

stitches, which were tben replaced and 
the surgical part of the operation was 

complete. It only remained fo bind 

wound sir-tight and stationary. 

Linen and canvas soaked in plaster of 
paris, were then wound round and 
round the man's face and head, so that, 
wine the piaster dried he would be 
unable to move either, and his band 

held in position by plaster of 
paris bandages. Tommy was in ex- 
cellent condition when the operation 

i formed, and be has been doing 

well ever since. H> is under the 

influence of morphine at all hours, 

but he is not always unconscious, and
